Gilligan said he has spent mu ch of 
his time trav eling rou nd the state 
cond u cting town meetings, hold ing 
news conferences and d iscu ssing 
ad m inistration progam s with the 
people in an effort to keep people in­ 
formed . 
Rhod es, appearing at a Repu blican 
rally in Alliance, criticized the Gilligan 
ad ministration of “d estroy ing” the in­ 
d u strial d ev elopment program Rhod es 
bu ilt u p in his ad ministration. 
“ These people can te a r d own 
ov ernight things that took y ears to 
bu ild u p, becau se they d on’t seem to 
u nd erstand the need s of

people,” Rhod es said . 
The form er gov ernor said the 
present ad ministration “ has ad d ed 


bu rd ensome new tax es and injected 
need less harrassrnent of Ohio bu siness 
and ind u stry , forcing many plants to 
mov e their operations to other states. 


“ When an ind u stry mov es ou t, the 
jobs it prov id es mov e with it, and the 
only alternativ e the present a d ­ 
ministration offers to id le workers is 
welfare.” he said . 


Meanwhile, the U.S. Senate race 
between Repu blican Ralph Perk and 
Democrat John Glenn grew more 
heated Mond ay , with Perk calling for 
Glenn to withd raw becau se of a “ scan­ 
d al" in his campaign.

Perk claimed in a statement that a 
Clev eland newspaper story su pported 
his charges that the Glenn campaign 
tried to cov er u p a bad check case in­ 
v olv ing IiOu is Qu intero of Toled o, a 
former campaign worker. 


Accord ing to the story , Alfred o 
Aqu ilar, a Toled o bu sinessman who 
reported ly was bilked ou t of $13,000, 
said the Glenn staff asked him not to 
call the police becau se it wou ld hu rt 
Glenn and told Aqu ilar the Glenn 
organization wou ld pay him back the 
money he lost. 


“ Becau se of this scand al and cov er- 
u p, which has now been ex posed , I 
think the only honorable thing for 


Glenn to d o is to withd raw from the 
race.”

WASHINGTON (AP) - Rising 
prices for food , clothing and mortgage 
rates pu shed the cost of liv ing u p 
another 1.2 per cent in September, 
making the last 12 months the worst in­ 
flationary su rge in more than 25 y ears, 
the gov ernment reported tod ay . 
Prices in September were reported 
12.1 per cent higher than a y ear 
earlier. This was the worst 12-month 
increase since 1947. 
Howev er, the pu rchasing power of 
the av erage worker increased slightly 
for the first tim e in three months. Real 
spend able earnings—that is weekly 
pay ad ju sted for inflation and tax es— 
rose onetenth of a per cent in Septem­ 
ber bu t was still at the lowest lev el 
since December 1970. 
Price increases were spread across 
almost the entire economy last month. 
Food led the way , posting its biggest 
rise since Febru ary . 
The 
Ford 
ad m inistration 
has 
pred icted that consu mer prices will 
continu e increasing at the rate of abou t 
one per cent a month throu gh the end 
of the y ear, and that there wou ld be no 
significant easing of inflation u ntil 
some time nex t y ear. 
Consu mer prices hav e alread y risen 
9.7 per cent so far this y ear. In 1973, 
prices rose 8 .8 per cent, the worst in 
any y ear since the end of World War II. 
The I^abor Department said last 
month’s 1.2 per cent increase, after a 
rise of 1.3 per cent in Au gu st, pu shed 
the gov ernment’s consu mer price in­ 
d ex u p to 15 1.9. That m eant it cost 
$15 1.90 to bu y a v ariety of good s and 
serv ices that cost $100 in the 1967 base 
period . 
Althou gh most of the news was bad , 
some prices d eclined in September, 
inclu d ing su ch items as gasoline and 
fresh fru its and v egetables. 
Ov er-all food prices went u p an 
ad ju sted 1.9 per cent in September 
compared to a 1.4 per cent increase the 
prev iou s month. The ind ex for nonfood 
commod ities increased 1 per cent 
following an Au gu st rise of 1.5 per cent 
while the cost of serv ices rose 1.1 per 
cent, the sam e as in Au gu st. 
With the ex ception of fresh fru its and 
v egetables, all m ajor food categories 
went u p last month, pu shing grocery 
prices 1.5 per cent higher ov er the 
month to a lev el 10.9 per cent abov e a 
y ear ago. 
Beef and pork prices were reported 
u p instead of d eclining and pou ltry 
prices, which u su ally are u nchanged in 
September, also rose. Dairy prod u cts 
increased for the first time in fou r 
months while prices of fats and oil 
prod u cts continu ed to climb sharply . 
Higher clothing prices accou nted for 
abou t a fou rth of the 1.1 per cent rise in 
nonfood commod ities. New car prices 
increased slightly instead of d eclining 
su bstantially as they u su ally d o at the 
end of the mod el y ear. 
Charges for most hou sehold serv ices 
increased with gas, electricity and 
telephone rates rising. There was a 
rise in m ortgage interest costs, 
reflecting earlier increases in interest 
rates on conv entionally financed loans 
as well as the prev iou sly annou nced 
rate increase for VA-gu aranteed loans, 
which accou nted for more than a 
fou rth of the increase in the cost of 
serv ices last month.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Some 3.65 
million persons will go to the polls in 
the general 
election Nov . 
5 , the 
secretary of state pred icted tod ay . 


The figu re represents abou t 73 per 
cent of the 4.975 million persons 
estimated to be eligible to v ote. It 
wou ld be a record tu rnou t for a 
gu bernatorial election. 
The projected v ote wou ld be 374,000 
more v otes than were cast in the last 
gu bernatorial election in 1970. 


Two new factors affected Secretary 
of State Ted W. Brown’s estim ate: the 
lowering of the v oting age to 18 since 
the last gu bernatorial election and in­ 
creased registration requ irement as a 
precond ition to v ote. 
The nu mber of persons registered to 
v ote has increased from 3.8 7 million in 
1970 to 4.46 million in 1974, he said .

The d epartment issu ed a 1,300-page 
stu d y Mond ay ad mitting its proposal 
wou ld lead , inev itably , to m ajor and 
minor oil spills. 
Bu t the stu d y team cou ld not assess 
the fu ll impact of su ch spills, or the 
other env ironmental and social im­ 
pacts ex pected from su ch massiv e oil 
leasing. 
Since 195 4, a d epartm ent spokesman 
said , the fed eral gov ernment has 
leased some 12 million offshore acres. 
The sale of another 10 million acres 
in 1975 as ord ered by former Presid ent 
Richard M. Nix on wou ld almost d ou ble 
the leased acreage in a single y ear. 
Offering a tentativ e sched u le for 
1975 , the impact statem ent su ggested 
some 3 million acres in the Gu lf of 
Mex ico off Sou th Tex as might be 
leased first, followed by 2 or 3 million 
acres in the central Gu lf, 1.5 million 
acres off sou thern California, and 2.5 
million acres in Alaska’s Cook Inlet. 
That alread y m akes 9 or 10 million 
acres, all 
in 
areas 
where 
some 
petroleu m activ ity alread y has taken 
place. 
Bu t the proposal also calls for an 
u nd etermined amou nt of leasing in two 
“frontier” areas — the Gu lf of Alaska 
and the Mid d le Atlantic coast — which 
cou ld be su bstitu ted for some of the 
other offerings. 
The statem ent said the d epartm ent 
might hav e to offer u p to 20 million 
acres, in ord er to sell leases on 10 
million. 
Of the areas consid ered for leasing 
in 1975 the most controv ersial probably 
will be the frontier areas prev iou sly 
u ntou ched .

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Ohio 
needs 340,000 more housing units now 
and there are some things it could be 
doing about it, a committee of Senate 
and House members has been told.

He said a state housing finance 
agency, provided for in the state 
legislation, would be able to issue 
housing revenue bonds at about 64 per 
cent and then make loans at 8 or 9 per 
Offshore Oil 
Spills Likely, 
Agency Says 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Interior 
Department says it cannot spell out the 
full impact of oil spills that it predicts 
will occur when oil companies develop 
the IO million offshore acres the 
department wants to lease. 
But Interior Secretary John C. 
Whitaker says the department’s draft 
environmental impact statement is 
only doing its job in pointing out 
unanswered questions. 
The department said it could not yet 
supply individual impact statements 
for specific coastal areas off which 
drilling could occur. These would have 
to aw ait separate environm ental 
impact studies still to be prepared for 
the areas. 
The department issued a 1,300-page 
study Monday admitting its proposal 
would lead, inevitably, to major and 
minor oil spills. 
But the study team could not assess 
the full impact of such spills, or the 
other environmental and social im­ 
pacts expected from such massive oil 
leasing. 
Since 1954, a department spokesman 
said, the federal government has 
leased some 12 million offshore acres. 
The sale of another IO million acres 
in 1975 as ordered by former President 
Richard M. Nixon would almost double 
the leased acreage in a single year. 
Offering a tentative schedule for 
1975, the impact statement suggested 
some 3 million acres in the Gulf of 
Mexico off South Texas might be 
leased first, followed by 2 or 3 million 
acres in the central Gulf, 1.5 million 
acres off southern California, and 2.5 
million acres in Alaska’s Cook Inlet. 
That already makes 9 or IO million 
acres, all in areas where some 
petroleum activity already has taken 
place. 
But the proposal also calls for an 
undetermined amount of leasing in two 
“frontier” areas — the Gulf of Alaska 
and the Middle Atlantic coast — which 
could be substituted for some of the 
other offerings. 
The statement said the department 
might have to offer up to 20 million 
acres, in order to sell leases on IO 
million. 
Of the areas considered for leasing 
in 1975 the most controversial probably 
will be the frontier areas previously 
untouched.

COLUMBUS,Ohio (AP) - Some 3.65 
million persons will go to the polls in 
the general election Nov. 5, the 
secretary of state predicted today. 


The figure represents about 73 per 
cent of the 4.975 million persons 
estimated to be eligible to vote. It 
would be a record turnout for a 
gubernatorial election. 
The projected vote would be 374,000 
more votes than were cast in the last 
gubernatorial election in 1970. 


Two new factors affected Secretary 
of State Ted W. Brown’s estimate: the 
lowering of the voting age to 18 since 
the last gubernatorial election and in­ 
creased registration requirement as a 
precondition to vote. 
The number of persons registered to 
vote has increased from 3.87 million in 
1970 to 4.46 million in 1974, he said. 


Ford, Brezhnev 
M a y Hold M eet 


TUCSON, Ariz. (AP) — President 
Ford and Soviet leader I^eonid I. 
Brezhnev may have a get-acquainted 
meeting, possibly in the Siberian city 
of Vladivostok, a senior American 
official says. 
Plans for such a get-together are 
under consideration and will be 
decided upon within IO days, the of­ 
ficial said. Ford and Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger stopped here brief­ 
ly on Monday. 
“It will be a very brief meeting, if it 
takes place,” said the official. He 
added that more substantive talks will 
be held when Brezhnev visits the 
United States next summer. 


Soviet Ambassador Jacob A. Malik 
introduced a resolution in the United 
Nations General Assembly’s main 
political committee Monday to send a 
Soviet-proposed convention against 
such warfare to the Geneva Disar­ 
mament Committee to be put into final 
form. 


Malik said scientists had concluded 
that weather warriors could: 
—Create “windows” in the ozone 
layer of the upper atmosphere letting 
deadly ultraviolet rays through to 
“selected parts of our planet.” 
—Set off a nuclear explosion inside 
the arctic or antarctic 
ice cap, 
producing an iceslide that would 
“cause tidal waves capable of wiping 
... whole areas from the face of the 
globe.” 
—Stimulation of tidal waves by 
“ dumping voluminous blocks of 
bedrock from the continental shelf into 
deeper parts of the ocean.” 
—Creation of “acoustic fields on the 
sea and ocean surface to combat in­ 
dividual ships or whole flotillas.”

Prices 
Spurt In 
September 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Rising 
prices for food, clothing and mortgage 
rates pushed the cost of living up 
another 1.2 per cent in September, 
making the last 12 months the worst in­ 
flationary surge in more than 25 years, 
the government reported today. 
Prices in September were reported 
12.1 per cent higher than a year 
earlier. This was the worst 12-month 
increase since 1947. 
However, the purchasing power of 
the average worker increased slightly 
for the first time in three months. Real 
spendable earnings—that is weekly 
pay adjusted for inflation and taxes— 
rose onetenth of a per cent in Septem­ 
ber but was still at the lowest level 
since December 1970. 
Price increases were spread across 
almost the entire economy last month. 
Food led the way, posting its biggest 
rise since February. 
The 
Ford 
adm inistration 
has 
predicted that consumer prices will 
continue increasing at the rate of about 
one per cent a month through the end 
of the year, and that there would be no 
significant easing of inflation until 
some time next year. 
Consumer prices have already risen 
9.7 per cent so far this year. In 1973, 
prices rose 8.8 per cent, the worst in 
any year since the end of World War II. 
The Labor Department said last 
month’s 1.2 per cent increase, after a 
rise of 1.3 per cent in August, pushed 
the government’s consumer price in­ 
dex up to 151.9. That meant it cost 
$151.90 to buy a variety of goods and 
services that cost $100 in the 1967 base 
period. 
Although most of the news was bad, 
some prices declined in September, 
including such items as gasoline and 
fresh fruits and vegetables. 
Over-all food prices went up an 
adjusted 1.9 per cent in September 
compared to a 1.4 per cent increase the 
previous month. The index for nonfood 
commodities increased I per cent 
following an August rise of 1.5 per cent 
while the cost of services rose 1.1 per 
cent, the same as in August. 
With the exception of fresh fruits and 
vegetables, all major food categories 
went up last month, pushing grocery 
prices 1.5 per cent higher over the 
month to a level 10.9 per cent above a 
year ago. 
Beef and pork prices were reported 
up instead of declining and poultry 
prices, which usually are unchanged in 
September, also rose. Dairy products 
increased for the first time in four 
months while prices of fats and oil 
products continued to climb sharply. 
Higher clothing prices accounted for 
about a fourth of the 1.1 per cent rise in 
nonfood commodities. New car prices 
increased slightly instead of declining 
substantially as they usually do at the 
end of the model year. 
Charges for most household services 
increased with gas, electricity and 
telephone rates rising. There was a 
rise in m ortgage interest costs, 
reflecting earlier increases in interest 
rates on conventionally financed loans 
as well as the previously announced 
rate increase for VA-guaranteed loans, 
which accounted for more than a 
fourth of the increase in the cost of 
services last month.

Judge Issues 'Hold' 
On Nixon's Papers 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A federal 
judge has at least tem porarily blocked 
the White House from carrying out an 
agreem ent to give former President 
Richard M. Nixon custody of his White 
House papers and tapes. 
At the same time U.S. District Judge 
Charles R. Richey indicated he will 
tackle the centuries-old question of 
just who owns presidential papers— 
the President or the government. 
Richey said that although he was 
ordering the White House to hold onto 
the tapes and documents of Nixon’s 
presidency, the former president can 
have access to them “for the sole 
purpose of preparing to testify in the 
W atergate criminal trial.” 
If Nixon’s health prohibits him from 
coming to Washington to study the 
tapes and documents, Richey said in 
Monday’s order, copies may be made 
and sent to him in California. 
Nixon’s lawyers have asked that all 
of the m aterials be sent to a federal 
repository in California under Nixon’s 
custody as called for in an agreement 
revealed by President Ford the same 
day he announced he was pardoning 
Nixon. 
In the meantime Nixon’s lawyers, in 
papers filed Thursday, had asked for a 
tem porary restraining order banning 
the White House from releasing any 
m ore of the Nixon m aterials except for 
those already under subpoena or which 
might be subpoenaed for criminal 
prosecutions already under way. 
This would have banned the White 
H ousp from eivine Nixon m aterials to 


any of the federal grand juries still 
investigating W atergate m atters, and 
one of the special prosecutors sug­ 
gested in court Monday that the Nixon 
motions might be a ploy in the offing to 
frustrate prosecutions. 
A counter action by a group or 
scholars and journalists had asked 
Richey for a tem porary restraining 
order directing the government to 
keep the m aterials in its custody and in 
W ashington 
until 
th e 
broader 
questions are decided by the courts. 


Richey’s order, which followed four 
hours of oral arguments by five sets of 
lawyers Monday morning, did a little 
of what both sides asked but, as he pre­ 
dicted earlier, not enough to make 
either exactly happy. 
Richey enjoined the White House 
“ from 
disclosing, 
tra n sfe rrin g , 
disposing or otherwise making known 
to any person, be he-she private citizen 
or public official, the m aterials, in­ 
cluding documents, tapes and other 
papers, known as the ‘presidential 
m a te ria ls 
of 
the 
Nixon 
ad ­ 
m inistration’.” 


The court also specifically declared 
that the government is “hereby en­ 
joined from effectuating the term s and 
conditions of the “agreem ent” be­ 
tween Nixon and Ford over disposition 
of the Nixon papers and tapes. 
Richey further declared that his 
order would not ban the delivery of 
Nixon m aterials for use in any civil or 
crim inal court case or in answer to 
grand jury subpoena.

cutting back grain sales to Russia, the 
United States soon may provide grain 
to India under a new Food for Peace 
agreement. 
Andrew J. Mair, coordinator of Food 
for Peace in the State Department, 
said he is certain a grain agreement 
with India is coming up, but doesn’t 
know how much the U.S. will supply. 
The agreem ent may be worked out 
during Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger’s visit to India later this 
month. 
Calling the subject “a very sensitive 
thing with them ,” a top Agriculture 
Department official added: “We’re 
reluctant to say that they have asked 
for aid because they are reluctant to 
say so.” 
India could buy grain and other 
commodities and have as long as 40 
years to pay, with no payments for the 
first IO years, under a Food for Peace 
agreement. 
The Soviet Union tried to buy 3.2 
million tons of U.S. grain recently, but 
the shipment was halted by President 
Ford Oct. 5 because of sm aller U.S. 
harvests blamed on spring floods, 
sum m er droughts and autumn freezes. 
But Treasury Secretary William E. 
Simon announced Saturday that the 
Soviets will be allowed to acquire one 
million tons of corn and 1.2 million tons 
of wheat. They agreed to make no 
further purchases in the U.S. market 
this crop year, which ends next 
summer. 
The Soviet Union has been a major 
foreign supplier of wheat to India the 
past year, providing more than 1.8 


million m etric tons of wheat, ac­ 
cording to USDA figures. 
India’s wheat production is down, 
with the crop last spring estimated at 
22.5 million tons compared with 24.9 
million in 1973. 
At the same time, the U.S. wheat 
reserve may be only 218 million 
bushels by next sum m er, the lowest 
since 1948. 
India has not received Food for 
Peace aid since before its war with 
Pakistan almost three years ago. It got 
1.5 million metric tons of wheat worth 
$98.7 million under the last agreement, 
which expired June 30, 1971. 
India imported about 3.6 million 
m etric tons of wheat during the 1973-74 
fiscal year, including 1.5 million from 
the United States.

The Japan Socialist party, the Japan 
Communist party and the Buddhist 
Komei party said they hoped the 
demonstrations would be comparable 
in size to those in 1960 that caused 
President Dwight D. Eisenhower to 
cancel a visit to Japan. However, the 
violence of those demonstrations as 
well as the size was a major factor in 
Eisenhower’s decision. 
Japanese leftists observed In­ 
ternational Antiwar Day Monday, and 
the three parties took the lead in 
nationwide rallies and demonstrations 
at which the Ford visit and U.S.

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Legislative Report

On November 5th the people of Ohio 
will go to the polls to elect our 
representatives 
to 
the 
Federal 
government. We will decide who the 
leaders of our State government are to 
be in the 1970’s. 
A very important election indeed! 
So important are the decisions to be 
made on our leaders that the Con­ 
stitutional amendment issues on the 
ballot have not received as much 
exposure as they normally would. 
There are three issues facing us this 
November. The following is an ex­ 
planation of each. 
ISSU E NO. 1 
The Ohio Constitution presently 
provides that land and improvements 
thereon must be taxed by uniform rule 
according to value. The only current 
exception to this requirement is the 
1970 amendment which permits the 
General Assembly to provide in the tax 
laws for a reduced tax for residents 65 
years of age and older by providing for 
a reduction in the value of the 
homestead of such persons. 
Issue No. 1, if passed, would create a 
second exception to the uniform tax 
rule by permitting the General 
Assembly to reduce the homestead 
value in the case of permanently and 
totally disabled persons, thereby 
reducing their taxes. 
ISSU E NO. 2 
Article V III, section 12 of the Ohio 
Constitution requires the Governor to 
appoint a superintendent of public 
works for a one year term. 
Other offices subject to appointment 
by the Governor are created by law, 
rather than by the constitution, and the 
length of the term of other appointed 
officers is also defined by law rather 
than fixed in the constitution. 
Issue No. 2, if passed, would repeal 
this provision of the constitution, 
leaving it to the General Assembly to 
provide by law for the appointment 
and terms of all members of the 
Governor’s cabinet. 
ISSU E NO. 3 
Article V III, section 13 of the Ohio 
Constitution currently permits public 
industrial development revenue bonds 
and loan guarantee financing of 
facilities for industry, commerce, 
distribution and research, to create 
jobs and employment opportunities 
and improve the economic welfare of 


the people of the states. Such financing 
is done through issuance of revenue 
bonds or guarantees of loans, with 
moneys for repayment coming from 
the operations of the facilities; moneys 
raised by 
taxation 
may 
not 
be 
obligated or pledged for payment of 
the bonds or guarantees. 
That 
restriction would be retained in this 
amendment. 
The amendment would add the 
preservation of existing jobs to the 
creation of jobs as a proper purpose of 
such financing, and would also add the 
control of air, water, and thermal 
pollution and the disposal of solid 
waste as separate objectives for such 
bonds or loan guarantees. 
The present section forbids facilities 
to be constructed through such 
financing “ for the purpose of providing 
electric or gas utility service to the 
public.” The amendment would make 
an exception to this for pollution 
control and solid waste disposal 
facilities, so that they would be 
financed in connection with electric 
and gas utilities, which will provide the 
moneys to pay off the financing 
without in any way obligating or 
pledging any moneys raised by 
taxation.

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Stringer Job Stirs Controversy 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P)—Anthony 
R. Stringer is cramming on en­ 
vironmental law these days, keeping 
his cool in the face of a drive by state 
environmental groups to oust him 
from the Ohio Environmental Board of 
Review. 


“ I don’t feel at all upset about the 
environmentalists being upset,” he 
said in an interview. “ They just don’t 
know me.” 


The 39-year-old Cleveland attorney 
said that anybody who studied his 
record as a Cleveland councilman and 
as administrator of the Ohio Bureau of 
Workmen’s Compensation would have 
to conclude he has always been 
“ people-oriented rather than industry- 
oriented.” 
" I would expect my position here 
would be to hold the utilities to a pretty 
strict standard,” he said. 
The board of three members was 
established under the state’s 1972 
environmental act to handle appeals 
from rulings of the Ohio Environ­ 
mental Protection Agency. 
Gov. John J. Gilligan appointed 
Stringer to succeed Earl Murphy, an 
Ohio State University law professor. 
Environmentalists have challenged 
the appointment on several points, 
including his lack of specific en­ 
vironmental 
background. 
String 
raised more suspicions when he 
recently mentioned his long friendship 
with C. Lee Howley, lobbyist for the 
Cleveland Electric Illuminating Co. 
“ As an active politician in Cleveland 
I made a lot of friends, sure, but that 
doesn’t mean they own me,” Stringer 
said.

Stringer said he hadn’t seen Howley 
in 18 months and is “ absolutely 
positive” that the CEI vice president 
played no role in his appointment. 
As for his background. Stringer 
said: “ I wouldn’t pretend to be an Earl 
Murphy 
or

vironmental law, but on the other hand 
it’s not fair to dismiss as nothing my 
experiences on council.” 
Stringer said the governor wanted 
expertise in administrative law, a 
background he believes he has from 
his job as workmen’s compensation 
chief. 
Thus far, the protests over Stringer’s 
appointment appear to have had little 
impact on the governor. Gilligan has 
declined to answer the protests him­ 
self. 


His chief of state, John Hansan, 
wrote two other EBR members, 
Richard S. McCutchen and Stanley 
Weissman, who joined the protests, 
that “ the governor respects your point 
of view, but we have no plans to make 
a change at this time.” 
Dr. Ira Whitman, director of the 
EPA , has written a few

Some environmentalists aren’t 
happy. Mrs. Pat Smith of Cleveland, 
chairman of the EPA Citizens Council, 
said the lack of response from Gilligan 
was a low blow.

Legislative Report

On November 5th the people of Ohio 
will go to the polls to elect our 
representatives to the 
Federal 
government. We will decide who the 
leaders of our State government are to 
be in the 1970’s. 
A very important election indeed! 
So important are the decisions to be 
made on our leaders that the Con­ 
stitutional amendment issues on the 
ballot have not received as much 
exposure as they normally would. 
There are three issues facing us this 
November. The following is an ex­ 
planation of each. 
ISSUE NO. I 
The Ohio Constitution presently 
provides that land and improvements 
thereon must be taxed by uniform rule 
according to value. The only current 
exception to this requirement is the 
1970 amendment which permits the 
General Assembly to provide in the tax 
laws for a reduced tax for residents 65 
years of age and older by providing for 
a reduction in the value of the 
homestead of such persons. 
Issue No. I, if passed, would create a 
second exception to the uniform tax 
rule by permitting the General 
Assembly to reduce the homestead 
value in the case of permanently and 
totally disabled persons, thereby 
reducing their taxes. 
ISSUE NO. 2 
Article VHI, section 12 of the Ohio 
Constitution requires the Governor to 
appoint a superintendent of public 
works for a one year term. 
Other offices subject to appointment 
by the Governor are created by law, 
rather than by the constitution, and the 
length of the term of other appointed 
officers is also defined by law rather 
than fixed in the constitution. 
Issue No. 2, if passed, would repeal 
this provision of the constitution, 
leaving it to the General Assembly to 
provide by law for the appointment 
and terms of all members of the 
Governor’s cabinet. 
ISSUE NO. 3 
Article VHI, section 13 of the Ohio 
Constitution currently permits public 
industrial development revenue bonds 
and loan guarantee financing of 
facilities for industry, commerce, 
distribution and research, to create 
jobs and employment opportunities 
and improve the economic welfare of 


the people of the states. Such financing 
is done through issuance of revenue 
bonds or guarantees of loans, with 
moneys for repayment coming from 
the operations of the facilities; moneys 
raised by taxation may not be 
obligated or pledged for payment of 
the bonds or guarantees. That 
restriction would be retained in this 
amendment. 
The amendment would add the 
preservation of existing jobs to the 
creation of jobs as a proper purpose of 
such financing, and would also add the 
control of air, water, and thermal 
pollution and the disposal of solid 
waste as separate objectives for such 
bonds or loan guarantees. 
The present section forbids facilities 
to be constructed through such 
financing “for the purpose of providing 
electric or gas utility service to the 
public.” The amendment would make 
an exception to this for pollution 
control and solid waste disposal 
facilities, so that they would be 
financed in connection with electric 
and gas utilities, which will provide the 
moneys to pay off the financing 
without in any way obligating or 
pledging any moneys raised by 
taxation.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—Anthony 
R. Stringer is cramming on en­ 
vironmental law these days, keeping 
his cool in the face of a drive by state 
environmental groups to oust him 
from the Ohio Environmental Board of 
Review. 


"I don’t feel at all upset about the 
environmentalists being upset,” he 
said in an interview. ‘‘They just don’t 
know me.” 
The 39-year-old Cleveland attorney 
said that anybody who studied his 
record as a Cleveland councilman and 
as administrator of the Ohio Bureau of 
Workmen’s Compensation would have 
to conclude he has always been 
“people-oriented rather than industry - 
oriented.” 
“I would expect my position here 
would be to hold the utilities to a pretty 
strict standard,” he said. 
The board of three members was 
established under the state’s 1972 
environmental act to handle appeals 
from rulings of the Ohio Environ­ 
mental Protection Agency. 
Gov. John J. Gilligan appointed 
Stringer to succeed Earl Murphy, an 
Ohio State University law professor. 
Environmentalists have challenged 
the appointment on several points, 
including his lack of specific en­ 
vironmental 
background. 
String 
raised more suspicions when he 
recently mentioned his long friendship 
with C. Lee Howley, lobbyist for the 
Cleveland Electric Illuminating Co. 
“As an active politician in Geveland 
I made a lot of friends, sure, but that 
doesn’t mean they own me,” Stringer 
said. 


Stringer said he hadn’t seen Howley 
in 18 months and is “absolutely 
positive” that the CEI vice president 
played no role in his appointment. 
As for his background, Stringer 
said: “I wouldn’t pretend to be an Earl 
Murphy 
or 
a 
professor 
of 
en­ 
vironmental law, but on the other hand 
it’s not fair to dismiss as nothing my 
experiences on council.” 
Stringer said the governor wanted 
expertise in administrative law, a 
background he believes he has from 
his job as workmen’s compensation 
chief. 
Thus far, the protests over Stringer’s 
appointment appear to have had little 
impact on the governor. Gilligan has 
declined to answer the protests him­ 
self. 


His chief of state, John Hansan, 
wrote two other EBR members, 
Richard S. McCutchen and Stanley 
Weissman, who joined the protests, 
that “the governor respects your point 
of view, but we have no plans to make 
a change at this time.” 
Dr. Ira Whitman, director of the 
EPA, has written a few groups 
justifying Stringer’s appointment on 
the basis of his background in ad­ 
ministrative law. 
Some environmentalists aren't 
happy. Mrs. Pat Smith of Cleveland, 
chairman of the EPA Citizens Council, 
said the lack of response from Gilligan 
was a low blow. 
Some environmentalists, she said, 
may wind up spuming both candidates 
for governor next month.

A rare U.S. silver dollar 
dated 1804 sold for a reported 
price of $225,000, setting a new 
record for any coin. This may 
astound those who did not 
know how big a business coin 
collecting has become. Some 
rare coins which sold 
for 
several dollars 30 or 40 years 
ago, or more recently, are 
worth thousands today. 
What started the big up­ 
surge in rare coin values was 
the government s action in 


dropping silver from coinage 
and all silver backing from 
currency. Prices of all silver 
coins, and especially rare and 
old dates, have skyrocketed 
since then. 
The hoards of silver coins 
stashed away in the United 
States defy estimation, but 
billions of dollars worth are 
being held for appreciation in 
value. Gold coins have kept 
pace with 
the 
upsurge 
in 
quotations for silver money as 


the price of gold zoomed on 
world markets. 
The 
price 
of silver 
has 
fluctuated widely in the last 
several years, once reaching a 
high of $6.50 an ounce. It 
reached a low of 30 cents an 
ounce in the 1930s. 
Melting down of “culls,” as 
coins which show much wear 
are known, is adding to the 
silver supply. World wide, less 
silver is being mined than is 
being used.

NKW YORK - “Two of the finest 
public servants” Richard Nixon ever 
met, John Ehrlichman and Bob 
Haldeman, and several other former 
close associates are in the process of 
burying him still deeper in the 
Fumatory of politics. 
The tone of their attack on the man 
who made them into powerful national 
figures was set early in the Watergate 
cover-up trial when the lawyer for 
Ehrlichman bluntly told Judge John 
Sirica’s court, “ Richard Nixon, 
deceived, misled, lied to and used John 
Ehrlichman to cover up his own 
knowledge and action.” 
No such words fell from Ehrlich- 
man’s lips while testifying before Sen.

Supreme Court today turned down the 
appeal of Charles D. Ravenel from his 
disqualification as the Democratic 
candidate for governor of South 
Carolina. 
The court, in a brief order with no 
explanation, upheld the decision of a 
three-judge federal court in Columbia, 
S.C., that Ravenel did not meet the 
residency requirement of the state 
constitution. 
After Ravenel was disqualified, 
South Carolina Democrats held a 
convention and nominated Rep. 
William Jennings Bryan Dom, who 
Ravenel defeated in the state’s Demo­ 
cratic primary and runoff. 
Ravenel, 36, a Charleston in­ 
vestment banker, is a native South 
Carolinian who returned to the state in 
1972 after several years on Wall Street. 
After his victory in the Democratic 
primary, a suit challenging Raveners 
qualifications was filed by a disc 
jockey and a restaurateur. 
They cited a requirement in the state 
constitution that in order to be 
governor a person must have been “a 
citizen and resident of this state for 
five years next preceding the day of 
the election.” 
The South Carolina Supreme Court 
ruled on Sept. 23 that Ravenel did not 
meet this requirement.

Its 
attorneys say the give-away would be 
illegal, a commission spokesman said 
today. 
“The lottery can’t hand out tickets 
as a chance on something,” one 
spokesman said. “People have to buy 
them.” 
Another spokesman said the com­ 
mission’s attorneys advised that 
giving away the cars—two Cadillacs— 
would be like a door prize. 
“A door prize constitutes a lottery, 
and the only lottery that’s legal in the 
State of Ohio is the Ohio Lottery,” the 
spokesman said. “So, no cars.” 
The drawing is scheduled for Oct. 27 
at Thistledown horse racing track near 
Cleveland. One hundred persons whose 
lottery tickets already have won $20 
for each of them will have a chance at 
the $1 million. 
The final 14 of the IOO were to be 
determined in a special drawing late 
today’. 
The spokesman said the commission 
will go ahead with plans to give coin 
purses to all those attending the 
Sunday drawing. 
But as for the cars, “we were overly 
enthusiastic,” he said. “We felt we 
should be able to do what other states 
do. But the Ohio law that establishes 
our lottery is restrictive, and the laws 
aren’t in the other states.”

Speaking Of Your Health

My husband is trying to cut down on 
cigarettes. He takes a few puffs, then 
he kills it. He relights the same 
cigarette when he wants another few 
puffs. I notice that he coughs more 
when he relights a cigarette. Does this 
make any sense? 
Mrs. D. O., N.C. 
Dear Mrs. O.: 
This subject has been under study in 
America and Great Britain. 
The consensus is that those cigarette 
smokers who relight their cigarettes 
seem to have a greater tendency for 
developing chronic bronchitis. 
In England, almost 6000 smokers 
were studied. It was found that the 
frequency of chronic bronchities 
among those who relit their cigarettes 
was 15 per cent to 20 per cent greater 
than among those who did not relight 
their cigarettes. 
One explanation might be that those 
who relight their cigarettes eventually 
smoke them to the end thus consuming 
more tars than the average smoker. 
Any smoker will testify to the 
irritation from relighting a cigarette. 
Undoubtedly, other irritating sub­ 


stances accumulate in the “killed” 
cigarette. 


Is there more than one method to 
remove a skin cancer of the forehead? 
Mr. N. B., Mass. 


Dear Mr. B.: 
The rate of cure of skin cancers is 
very high. Early recognition and early 
treatment is responsible for this ex­ 
cellent success. 
The prime purpose of any procedure 
for skin cancer is to cure it per­ 
manently. The cosmetic result, 
especially in cancers of the skin of the 
face, is always considered when 
choosing a method of treatment. 


Skin cancer can be treated by 
surgery by chemical and electrical 
cauterization and by cryosurgery 
(surgery by freezing). Each case is 
individually evaluated by the der­ 
matologist before the choice of 
treatment is established. 
Doctors never sacrifice safety for 
cosmetic reasons. A small scar is 
insignificant in terms of the value of a 
permanent cure.

Dear Editor: 
With the approaching elections I 
have received many questions about 
who has done what to assist The Scioto 
Society, Incorporated since its found­ 
ing in 1970. Answers to these 
questions are difficult both because of 
the sensitivity of involved individuals 
and because of the broad base of 
support from the political parties and 
the people of the three counties who 
have 
brought 
“ Tecumseh!” 
to 
Sugarloaf Mountain. 
During the last year of the Rhodes 
Administration we sought assistance 
from the State, personally visiting with 
the then Governor Rhodes, Richard 
Midden from the Department of 
Natural Resources, and others. 
Despite many visits we received none 
of our requested assistance. 
After trying unsuccessfully to gain 
federal assistance from various 
federal agencies, Grant McDonald 
took me through the Ohio Valley 
Regional Development Commission, 
and we applied for an Economic 
Development Administration grant. 
When this grant was refused at the 
regional level, I went to Congressman 
William H. Harsha, who personally 
came to our aid and, with a splendid 
individual effort, acquired the $482,000 
grant which assured us we would have 
an amphitheatre. 
During this period of time Myrl 
Shoemaker and Governor Gilligan 
obtained the services of the 216th 
Engineer Battalion, Ohio National 
Guard, and they worked over two 
years constructing a 2700 foot access 
road and a 700 car parking lot out of the 
forests on Sugarloaf Mountain. 
Our county commissioners, Gib 
Stultz, M. C. Tackett and Grant 
McDonald provided needed assistance 
during this critical time. 
Mayor Clark Alexander has been an 
advocate of our cause, personally and 
publicly, since its inception. 
Myrl Shoemaker and Harry Arm­ 
strong exerted a unified bipartisan 
effort on our behalf with the State 
government. Although unsuccessful 
during the Rhodes Administration, we 
did gain entree to the Gilligan 
Administration through these two 
legislators together with the good 
offices of Robert Badgley and Grant 
McDonald. 
Governor Gilligan personally held a 
press meeting for us at the State 
Capitol with Mel Cobb, enabling us to 
receive wide media coverage and 
excellent press during our first year of 
production. Dr. David Sweet, Director 
of the Department of Economic and 
Community Development, and his 
assistant, John Mountain, have made 


many speeches and personal ap­ 
pearances in behalf of The Scioto 
Society Incorporated. Also through 
their department, Paul Sherlock and 
Joanne McRea of the Travel Bureau 
have disseminated “ Tecumseh!” 
literature throughout the State and 
nation, have created State sponsored 
radio programs promoting our drama, 
and have offered their good offices as 
liaison to other travel organizations 
which have benefited us through the 
years. 


William Nye, Director of the 
Department of Natural Resources, 
together with Norv Hall, Don Schmidt 
and Don Olsen and many others 
listened to our continuing request that 
a Great Seal State Park be established 
on the ridges and valleys northeast of 
Chillicothe. After many meetings and 
tours conducted by the Society they 
instituted a feasibility study, including 
us in planning meetings for park 
development, and have now entered 
into a land acquisition phase to bring 
the park into being. The Departments 
of 
Economic 
and 
Community 
Development and Natural Resources 
are both monitoring our long-range 
planning, and we are working 
cooperatively to ensure the develop­ 
ment of future phases of the Scioto 
Society operations and the Great Seal 
State Park are compatible. Through 
the efforts of Myrl Shoemaker, 
Governor Gilligan and the Ohio Arts 
Council we received a $125,000 grant 
for pre-production costs to get the 
drama up in 1973. The Ohio Arts 
Council has continued supporting us 
through an $18,000 grant in 1974 and a 
$16,000 grant in 1975. Furthermore, in 
1973 Governor Gilligan afforded us 
great recognition by awarding the 
Society his 1973 Ohio Travel Award as 
the non-profit corporation that was 
outstanding during that year in 
promoting tourism in the State of Ohio. 


In summary, the federal govern­ 
ment has granted us $482,000, the State 
government, through in-kind services 
and grants, has contributed $659,000, 
and the citizenry and industries of our 
tri-county area has contributed 
$225,341. 


Without the cooperation, foresight 
and understanding of a Republican

(AP) - "Big 
Bill” I Overton could never squeeze 
into anything until he became one- 
third the man he used to be. 
“I couldn’t go anywhere. I didn’t fit. 
Doors, chairs — the world around me 
was too small,” said William E ver­ 
ton, 57, after shedding 417 pounds in 31 
months. 
“I look in a mirror and it’s like 
looking at a stranger,” said the 6-foot-3 
Iieverton, checking in at 223 pounds 
last week. 
Leverton, a Michigan Highway 
Department inspector, weighed 640 
pounds on April 3,1972, and was told by 
his employer to reduce. 
"My job was at stake,” said 
leverton, who has set a final weight 
goal of 200 pounds. 
Leverton said he tried many 
methods to lose weight — even hyp­ 
nosis. 
"Under hypnosis I drank 12 ounces 
of grape juice, unsweetened, for 
several weeks. Today I can’t even look 
at a grape,” he said. 
"You can’t imagine what I went 


through. When I weighed 640, I had a 
74-ineh waist. It’s now 42 inches I 
literally wore the biggest pants and 
shirt in the world. I had to order them 
from a fit-all store in Chicago at $40 a 
set And those were just grimy looking 
work clothes. My neck was 22 inches 
Now it’s 16 inches. 


My son used to have to put on my 
socks and tie my shoes. I’d walk 40 feet 
and be out of breath. I was a prison of 
fat.” 


In November 1972, Iieverton joined a 
weight control program. He began to 
eat three carefully selected and meas­ 
ured meals a day, which included one 
tablespoon of mayonnaise, vegetable 
oil or margarine; 16 ounces of skim 
milk; five fruits or fruit juices; four 
cups of raw or two cups of cooked 
green vegetables; four ounces of a 
yellow vegetable and four slices of 
bread. He lost an average of 3.3 pounds 
each week,

She said Horace Mann was one of the 
greatest edu cators of the western 
hemisp here. He is known ev ery where 
as 
the 
first 
amon g 
American 
edu cation al leaders in all lines of 
edu cational reform. 
Mann was a 
leader b ecau se he su ccessfu lly at­ 
tacked old-fashioned way s at the right 
time. This edu cator emb odies the tru e 
sp irit of American edu cation -p ast an d 
p resen t. 
Looking b ack u p on his own life, 
Horace Mann, the “ Father of Pu b lic 
Edu cation in America,” said, “When I 
think, after the ex p erien ce of one life— 
what I cou ld do and wou ld d o . .. more 
and b etter than I hav e ev er done for 
the cau se of hu man ity , of temp eran ce, 
of p eace; for b reakin g the rod of the 
op p ressor; for the higher edu cation of 
the world, an d esp ecially for the higher 
edu cation of the b est p art of it— 
woman; when I think of these thin gs, I 
feel the Phoen ix -sp irit glowing within 
me—I y earn for an other warfare in 
b ehalf of the right. I wou ld en list for 
an other fifty y ears’ camp aign , and 
fight it ou t for the glory of God and the 
welfare of man .” 
Bom in 17 96 to a p oor family , Horace 
Mann’s edu cation 
was weak. 
He 
worked ex cep tion ally hard to b e ad­ 
mitted to Brown Univ ersity . He was 
gradu ated, b ecame a lawy er an d 
serv ed 
in 
the 
M assachu setts 
Legislatu re. A hu m an itarian an d 
reform er, Man n took the n ewly 
created p osition of 
Massachu setts 
Secretary of Edu cation to p romote 
edu cation al reform in 1837 . 
To those 
who q u estion ed 
his 
decision , he rep lied, “ The n ex t 
gen eration is to b e my clien t. . . Men 
are cast iron, b u t children are wax .” 
Man n ’s 
recom m en dation 
to 
legislatu res 130 y ears ago inclu ded 
edu cation for all children from 4 to 16, 
10 months a y ear, enforced b y the state 
u p on relu ctan t p aren ts an d made 
p ossib le to the offsp ring of the v ery 
p oor b y state gran ts of aid to their 
p aren ts. By comp arison , these are 
v e*7 similar to America’s p resen t 
p u b lic edu cation al concep t. 
Mann stressed the need for good 
schoolhou ses, an in telligen t and faith­ 
fu l school b oard, an in terested p u b lic 
an d comp eten t teachers. He argu ed for 
the adv an tages of common school 
edu cation. His aim of edu cation was to 
fit children for society as well as for a 
rich p erson al life. Mann stressed that 
the p rin cip al aim of edu cation was the 
dev elop ment of the child’s moral an d 
religiou s character. 
Mann was tru ly a p ion eer in his 
attitu de toward edu cation for women. 
He b eliev ed that if only one sex cou ld 
b e edu cated, women shou ld hav e the 
adv an tage—or at least an eq u al op ­ 
p ortu nity with men. Edu cation was 
n ecessary if women were to coop erate 
effectiv ely in hu man itarian reforms.

He estab lished the 
b eginnings of state su p p orts of schools 
when he in sisted that the State was 
resp onsib le for eq u alizing edu cation al 
op p ortu n ity . Mann adv ocated sou nd 
scholarship an d b eliev ed in a lib eral 
edu cation . He desired that all shou ld 
b e edu cated, b u t he adv ocated the idea 
that schools shou ld recognize dif­ 
feren ces amon g children. Schools, he 
said, shou ld b e child-cen tered an d not 
b ook-centered. He realized the im­ 
p ortan ce of the material needs of 
schools an d he emp hasized su itab le 
b u ildings, b ooks an d eq u ip men t. Mann 
p lanned for the state train in g of 
teachers. 
In his last p u b lic statemen t Horace 
Mann said, “Be ashamed to die u ntil 
y ou hav e won some v ictory 
for 
hu m an ity .” M an n ’s “ Victory For 
Hu man ity ” was tru ly the concep t of 
q u ality edu cation to en ab le ev ery on e 
to fu nction in a democratic form of 
gov ern men t.

Mrs. Doris Reicheldorfer presented 
the 
program 
“The 
Spirit 
Of 
Education” at the recent meeting of 
Monday Gub in the meeting room of 
Pickaway County Historical Society. 
She said Horace Mann was one of the 
greatest educators of the western 
hemisphere. He is known everywhere 
as the 
first 
among 
American 
educational leaders in all lines of 
educational reform. Mann was a 
leader because he successfully at­ 
tacked old-fashioned ways at the right 
time. This educator embodies the true 
spirit of American education-past and 
present. 
Looking back upon his own life, 
Horace Mann, the “Father of Public 
Education in America,” said, “When I 
think, after the experience of one life— 
what I could do and would do . . . more 
and better than I have ever done for 
the cause of humanity, of temperance, 
of peace; for breaking the rod of the 
oppressor; for the higher education of 
the world, and especially for the higher 
education of the best part of it— 
woman; when I think of these things, I 
feel the Phoenix-spirit glowing within 
me—I yearn for another warfare in 
behalf of the right. I would enlist for 
another fifty years’ campaign, and 
fight it out for the glory of God and the 
welfare of man.” 
Bom in 1796 to a poor family, Horace 
Mann’s education was weak. He 
worked exceptionally hard to be ad­ 
mitted to Brown University. He was 
graduated, became a lawyer and 
served 
in 
the 
Massachusetts 
Legislature. A humanitarian and 
reformer, Mann took the newly 
created position of Massachusetts 
Secretary of Education to promote 
educational reform in 1837. 
To those who questioned his 
decision, he replied, “The next 
generation is to be my client . . . Men 
are cast iron, but children are wax.” 
Mann’s 
recommendation 
to 
Legislatures 130 years ago included 
education for all children from 4 to 16, 
IO months a year, enforced by the state 
upon reluctant parents and made 
possible to the offspring of the very 
poor by state grants of aid to their 
parents. By comparison, these are 
very similar to America’s present 
public educational concept. 
Mann stressed the need for good 
schoolhouses, an intelligent and faith­ 
ful school board, an interested public 
and competent teachers. He argued for 
the advantages of common school 
education. His aim of education was to 
fit children for society as well as for a 
rich personal life. Mann stressed that 
the principal aim of education was the 
development of the child’s moral and 
religious character. 
Mann was truly a pioneer in his 
attitude toward education for women. 
He believed that if only one sex could 
be educated, women should have the 
advantage—or at least an equal op­ 
portunity with men. Education was 
necessary if women were to cooperate 
effectively in humanitarian reforms.

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In 1852 Horace Mann became 
president of Antioch College, a new 
denominational institution, in Yellow 
Springs, Ohio. 
Mann’s philosophy of education has 
had long-reaching effects. Today’s 
separate 
and 
independent 
ad­ 
ministration of public schools can be 
attributed to his belief that educational 
administration must be free of 
political control. He established the 
beginnings of state supports of schools 
when he insisted that the State was 
responsible for equalizing educational 
opportunity. Mann advocated sound 
scholarship and believed in a liberal 
education. He desired that all should 
be educated, but he advocated the idea 
that schools should recognize dif­ 
ferences among children. Schools, he 
said, should be child-centered and not 
book-centered. He realized the im­ 
portance of the material needs of 
schools and he emphasized suitable 
buildings, books and equipment. Mann 
planned for the state training of 
teachers. 
In his last public statement Horace 
Mann said, “Be ashamed to die until 
you have won some victory for 
humanity.” Mann’s “Victory For 
Humanity” was truly the concept of 
quality education to enable everyone 
to function in a democratic form of 
government.

Speed Limit Enforcement 
Difficult, Officials Report

Many o f the natio n’s go v erno rs and 
may o rs say there’s little they can do 
abo ut President Fo rd’s request to 
enfo rce the natio nwide 55 m.p.h. speed 
limit ex cept praise it as a go o d idea. 
The go v erno rs and may o rs, many o f 
who m go t telegrams a week ago fro m 
Fo rd asking fo r stricter speed limit 
enfo rcement, say their states are al­ 
ready do ing ev ery thing po ssible giv en 
the manpo wer av ailable. 


Many o fficials, including state and 
lo cal po lice, say the basic pro blems 
are that the public is no t co nv inced 
that energy co nserv atio n will help cut 
inflatio n and there are to o many 
speeders fo r the po lice to handle, a 
natio nwide Asso ciated Press surv ey 
sho ws. 
The surv ey also sho wed that: 
—With 
mino r 
ex ceptio ns, 
the 
natio n’s go v erno rs and may o rs plan no 
special actio ns o n speed limit en­ 
fo rcement because o f Fo rd’s telegram. 
—Many states hav e upped man­ 
po wer to mo nito r speeding v io latio ns 
since last winter and speeding tickets 
are up co nsiderably in many states. 
Nearly all o fficials say there is no way 
to further increase patro ls, despite 
Fo rd’s request. 
—So me states treat driv ers speeding 
o v er the natio nal limit but under the 
o ld state limit less sev erely than tho se 


ex ceeding the o ld limits. 
—Many states do no t sto p driv ers 
trav eling abo v e 55 m.p.h. until they 
appro ach a set speed — say , 62 m.p.h. 
—In scattered areas, judges are 
dismissing charges against peo ple 
caught speeding o v er 55 m.p.h. but 
under o ld limits; po lice in so me areas 
giv e warnings instead o f tickets to 
such speeders. 
“ So uth Dako ta enfo rces its speed 
laws, and will co ntinue to do so ,” said 
Go v . Richard Kniep, who plans no 
changes in state pro cedures o n 
speeding. “ The basic pro blem with en­ 
fo rcement is that o nce a sizeable 
percentage o f the po pulatio n begins to 
igno re the speed limit, o r any law, it is 
hard to co ntro l. 
“ As a practical matter, if ev ery o ne 
o n the highway is trav eling 60 miles 
per ho ur, a patro lmen can hardly sto p 
them all and can hardly be ex pected to 
selectiv ely cho o se which o nes to pick.” 
“ My to tal reactio n to Mr. Fo rd’s 
pro po sal is that he’s try ing to o rganize 
a high scho o l cheerleading team,” said 
St. Paul, Minn., May o r Lawrence 
Co hen. He called Fo rd’s suggestio ns 
“ buck-passing.” 
Rho de Island Go v . Philip W. No el 
was o ne o f the few o fficials who said he 
planned to increase the number o f 
tro o pers o n the ro ad. He also said he

—In scattered areas, judges are 
dismissing charges against people 
caught speeding over 55 m.p.h. but 
under old limits; police in some areas 
give warnings instead of tickets to 
such speeders. 
“South Dakota enforces its speed 
laws, and will continue to do so,” said 
Gov. Richard Kniep, who plans no 
changes in state procedures on 
speeding. “The basic problem with en­ 
forcement is that once a sizeable 
percentage of the population begins to 
ignore the speed limit, or any law, it is 
hard to control. 
“As a practical matter, if everyone 
on the highway is traveling 60 miles 
per hour, a patrolmen can hardly stop 
them all and can hardly be expected to 
selectively choose which ones to pick.”

The Araucana eggs are supposed to 
be at least 20 per cent lower in 
cholesterol than other chicken eggs. 
Boyd collects about a half dozen eggs 
a day from his flock of 11 chickens— 
there used to be 25 until a weasel found 
them. 
“ I think I’d like to build up the flock 
if I can,” Boyd said. “ I’ve thought 
about raising them for the eggs. I like 
it out here, and I am learning to farm.” 
In addition to the low cholesterol and 
high protein, the eggs have another

Rhodes To Shun 
Ford Appearance

(A P )- 
President Ford’s proposed income tax 
surcharge may be one reason former 
Gov. James Rhodes will skip a $500-a- 
plate dinner here tonight featuring the 
President as main speaker, a Rhodes 
aide said. 


Rhodes, the Republican candidate 
for governor in the November election, 
will attend a fund-raising dinner in one 
of Ohio’s southernmost counties in­ 
stead, press secretary James Duerk 
confirmed. 


But another Rhodes associate said 
flatly, “ It’s the surtax problem.” 
Rhodes is running on a “ no new 
taxes” platform. 


The former governor has criticized 
Gov. John Gilligan for tax increases, 
but G illigan has opposed Ford’s 
proposal which would reach down to 
single persons earning $7,500 annually 
and families earning $15,000 annually. 


Rhodes’ absence at the Geveland 
affair would not be unusual “ if he can 
go to Clermont County and raise 
money for his campaign,” said state 
GOP Chairman Kent McGough. 


McGough added that he had no 
knowledge of any concern Rhodes had 
with Ford’s surcharge proposal and 
that Rhodes never had committed 
himself to attending the dinner. 
He said Rhodes had planned to meet 
the President at Cleveland-Hopkins 
airport but could not keep that date 
and attend the 
Clermont County 
dinner, too. 
Rhodes could not be reached for 
comment. 
In 1964, Rhodes, who was governor, 
joined a campaign train in Cincinnati 
with U.S. Sen. Barry Coldwater, R- 
Ariz., the Republican presidential 
candidate. But Rhodes got off in 
nearby Hamilton in what was called a 
move to dissociate himself from 
Coldwater. 
The Geveland dinner is expected to 
be attended by about 300 persons, said 
Robert Wohlbruck, executive director 


of the Cuyahoga-Lake County Re­ 
publican Finance Committee. 
He estimated the dinner will raise 
$120,000 for the state party 
and 
Cuyahoga and Lake county GOP 
organizations. 
The President was scheduled to 
arrive at 5 p.m., attend a reception at 
the Sheraton Geveland Hotel, speak 
for 20 minutes and leave shortly after 9 
p.m. The topic of his speech had not 
been announced. 
Ford is returning from a trip to 
Mexico and a campaign stop in 
Oklahoma.

Lays Low-Cholesterol Eggs

BLOOMINGTON, Ind. (A P )- If you 
like eggs, but are chicken-hearted 
about cholesterol, young B ill Boyd 
might be able to help you. 


Boyd, 21, a mathematics student at 
Indiana University, moved this year to 
a small house on a plot of ground near 
Unionville, east of Bloomington. 


A flock of chickens came along with 
the little farm, purchased by Boyd’s 
father, Joseph Boyd, an accountant for 
Cummins Engine Co. at Columbus. 
They weren’t just any old chickens. 
They were Araucanas, which produce 
a smaller than normal egg, rich in pro­ 
tein and low in cholesterol, the sub­ 
stance believed to produce fatty 
deposits in the veins that lead to 
strokes and heart disease. 
The Araucanas were discovered 
about 1880 in Chile. The former owner 
of the farm raised several chickens 
from eggs, proving they are hardy in 
Indiana climate. The chickens are 
available 
from 
most 
poultry 
distributors. 
The Araucana eggs are supposed to 
be at least 20 per cent lower in 
cholesterol than other chicken eggs. 
Boyd collects about a halfdozen eggs 
a day from his flock of ll chickens— 
there used to be 25 until a weasel found 
them. 
“ I think I’d like to build up the flock 
if I can,” Boyd said. “ I’ve thought 
about raising them for the eggs. I like 
it out here, and I am learning to farm.” 
In addition to the low cholesterol and 
high protein, the eggs have another 
advantage over the usual chicken 


* eggs. They are prettier. For some 
reason, the shells vary in color from 


pastel blue and red to yellow and 
beige, ready made for the Easter 
basket.

Bears Edge 
Packers, 10-9 


CHICAGO (AP) — “ It was strictly 
designed to be a shortyardage play,” 
said Carl Garrett, “ but Randy Jackson 
and Perry Williams threw 
super 
blocks and I could have gone all the 
way if I hadn’t tripped.” 
The play—one of many key plays in 
the Chicago Bears’ stirring 10-9 victory 
over the Green Bay Packers—came in 
the closing minutes when the Bears 
were hanging on to their threadbare 
advantage Monday night. 
Garrett not only got the two yards 
for a clutch first down but rambled 18 
yards to get the Bears out of a serious 
hole. Bob Parsons then punted out on 
the Green Bay four-yard line and still 
the Bears didn’t clinch the triumph 
until Garry Lyle intercepted a Jerry 
Tagge pass in the dosing seconds. 
Another key play—the game was full 
of them—came in the fourth quarter 
with the Bears leading 106. Tagge 
spotted Barry Smith alone in the end 
zone and fired. Craig Cleamons ap­ 
peared to come out of nowhere at the 
last second to bat the ball out of 
Smith’s hands. 
“ Geamons made it look tough 
because of national television,” said 
Coach Abe Gibron. “ He should have 
been there all the time.” 
Cleamons credited Smith with 
making “ a good move. I got there at 
the last second. Sure, we used six 
backs on defensive at times but 
remember, we were quick enough to 
come back and support on the run.” 
The strategy of using six defensive 
backs was puzzling since it forces a 
team to run rather than throw and 
Green Bay is known more for its run­ 
ning than its passing. 
“ You can think whatever you want,” 
said Gibron. “ The six defensive backs 
forced them to run.

Hunters are hunting for 
scarce guns and ammunition 
before going after ducks and 
deer this year. Sporting goods 
dealers across the country re­ 
port shortages of rifles, shot­ 
guns and ammunition. 
The shortages resulted 
from limited supplies of steel 
for gun barrels, choice woods 
for rifle stocks and plastic 
and brass for cartridge cases, 
dealers said. 
Officials in many states re­ 
ported increases in both 
poaching and legal hunting of 
game birds and animals. The 
price of meat is a factor, 
some said, but others said it’s 
still cheaper to go the 
supermarket. 
With hunting season about 
to start in many states, gun 
dealers from Maine to the 
Mexican border are looking 
at thinly stocked rifle cases 
and ammo bins. “ There’s a 
shortage 
of 
everything 
popular,” said Dave Gils of 
Coast-to-Coast 
Stores 
in 
Fargo, N. D. 
Steel shortages have af­ 
fected production at the 
Ithaca Gun Co., said John 
Hrana, marketing manager 
for the upstate New York gun 
maker. “ Most of the effect 
was in the first part of the 
year,” Hrana said, “ But our 
production forecast is being 
met almost 100 per cent 
now.” 
A shortage of top quality 
walnut wood for gunstocks 
has caused delays for some 
manufacturers. A few have 
turned to birch and other 
woods to fill the gap. 
Most dealers reported little 
difficulty getting inexpensive 
guns, but the demand is for 
mid-priced and quality fire­ 
arms and they are in short 
supply. 
Despite price hikes of 30 per 
cent and more during the past 
year, some dealers blame the 
shortage of hunting guns on 
manufacturers waiting for 
still higher prices. 
“ There’s a lot of talk about 
shortages of raw materials, 
but you have to wonder if they 
are not just holding back until 
the next price increase,” said 
Judd 
Kirkham, 
sporting 
goods buyer for a J.C. Penny 
store in Kansas City. 


The ammunition situation 
is about the same. 
“ The price of ammunition 
is out of sight,” said Virginia 
Cartner, owner of Ozark 
Tackle and Supply in Eldon, 
Mo. 
In short supply are car­ 
tridges in the calibers most 
often used for deer hunting. 
Game management and 
wildlife officials in many 
states said they expect a 
moderate increase in the 
number of hunters in the field 
this year because of larger 
herds and flocks and the 
growing popularity of outdoor 
recreation. 
The high price of beef pro­ 
duced a boom in hunting li­ 
cense sales last year, but offi­ 
cials generally are looking for 
3 to 5 per cent increases now. 
Some people haven’t waited 
for opening day to begin their 
hunting. Officials in Utah, Il­ 
linois, New Hampshire and 
several other states reported 
an increase in poaching this 
year.

22nd I -Year Pact 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - 
Walter Alston, the man who 
turned a seeming lack of 
outward forcefulness into one 
of his greatest assets, has 
signed his 22nd one-yar 
contract to manage the 
Dodgers. 
The Dodgers announced the 
signing Monday as Alston, 62, 
a one-time 
farmer and 
schoolteacher, drove from 
Ivos Angeles to his winter 
home in rural Darrtown, 
Ohio. 
Only four managers have 
won more pennants than Al­ 
ston, who won his seventh this 
year before his Dodgers lost 
the World Series to Oakland. 
And only two men, Connie 
Mack and John McGraw, 
have managed the same team 
for a longer period than 
Alston. Mack piloted the 
Philadelphia Athletics for 50 
years and McGraw led the 
New York Giants for 31.

Hunters are hunting for 
scarce guns and ammunition 
before going after ducks and 
deer this year. Sporting goods 
dealers across the country re­ 
port shortages of rifles, shot­ 
guns and ammunition. 
The shortages resulted 
from limited supplies of steel 
for gun barrels, choice woods 
for rifle stocks and plastic 
and brass for cartridge cases, 
dealers said. 
Officials in many states re­ 
ported increases in both 
poaching and legal hunting of 
game birds and animals. The 
price of meat is a factor, 
some said, but others said it’s 
still cheaper to go the 
supermarket. 
With hunting season about 
to start in many states, gun 
dealers from Maine to the 
Mexican border are looking 
at thinly stocked rifle cases 
and ammo bins. “ There’s a 
shortage 
of 
everything 
popular,” said Dave Gils of 
Coast-to-Coast Stores 
in 
Fargo, N. D. 
Steel shortages have af­ 
fected production at the 
Ithaca Gun Co., said John 
Hrana, marketing manager 
for the upstate New York gun 
maker. “ Most of the effect 
was in the first part of the 
year,” Hrana said, “ But our 
production forecast is being 
met almost IOO per cent 
now.” 
A shortage of top quality 
walnut wood for gunstocks 
has caused delays for some 
manufacturers. A few have 
turned to birch and other 
woods to fill the gap. 
Most dealers reported little 
difficulty getting inexpensive 
guns, but the demand is for 
mid-priced and quality fire­ 
arms and they are in short 
supply. 
Despite price hikes of 30 per 
cent and more during the past 
year, some dealers blame the 
shortage of hunting guns on 
manufacturers waiting for 
still higher prices. 
“ There’s a lot of talk about 
shortages of raw materials, 
but you have to wonder if they 
are not just holding back until 
the next price increase,” said 
Judd Kirkham, 
sporting 
goods buyer for a J.C. Penny 
store in Kansas City. 


The ammunition situation 
is about the same. 
“ The price of ammunition 
is out of sight,” said Virginia 
Cartner, owner of Ozark 
Tackle and Supply in Eldon, 
Mo. 
In short supply are car­ 
tridges in the calibers most 
often used for deer hunting. 
Game management and 
wildlife officials in many 
states said they expect a 
moderate increase in the 
number of hunters in the field 
this year because of larger 
herds and flocks and the 
growing popularity of outdoor 
recreation. 
The high price of beef pro­ 
duced a boom in hunting li­ 
cense sales last year, but offi­ 
cials generally are looking for 
3 to 5 per cent increases now. 
Some people haven’t waited 
for opening day to begin their 
hunting. Officials in Utah, Il­ 
linois, New Hampshire and 
several other states reported 
an increase in poaching this 
year.

Defense To Attack 
Dean's Testimony 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Former 
White House counsel John W. Dean III 
told the Watergate cover-up trial today 
that former Atty. Gen. John N. Mit­ 
chell had indicated he had approved 
the political intelligence plan that 
resulted in the Watergate break-in. 
Dean testified this was when he met 
on March 28, 1973 with Mitchell and 
Jeb Stuart Magruder, deputy director 
of President Nixon’s re-election com­ 
mittee. 
Dean described the meeting near the 
close of more than four days of 
questioning by prosecutor James F. 
Neal. 
Defense lawyers, beginning with 
John J. Wilson, attorney for former 
White House chief of staff H. R. 
Haldeman, were ready to begin their 
cross-examination of Dean. 
Following Wilson will be William G. 
Hundley, Mitchell’s lawyer. 
Dean testified that at the March 28 
meeting he turned to Mitchell and said, 
“John, I’ve never asked you what 
happened ... All I’ve been able to do 
was piece together ... the plan was 
approved.” 
This was a reference to the political 
intelligence plan. 
He said Mitchell replied: 
“Well, John, that’s pretty close. But 
we thought it would be two or three 
times removed.” 
“Two or three times removed from 


what?” Neal asked. 
“ From the (re-election) com­ 
mittee,” Dean responded. 
Dean said that two days later he 
decided to retain a criminal defense 
lawyer and that on April 8 he met in his 
lawyer’s office in Rockville, Md., with 
the three assistant U.S. attorneys who 
had prosecuted the break-in case. 


Asked if his discussion with them 
was interrupted, Dean replied: “Yes, 
by a telephone call from Air Force One 
(the presidential plane).” 
He said the call was a request that he 
meet with Haldeman and John D. 
Ehrlichman who were flying back 
from California. 
Dean said that just before meeting 
with the prosecutors, he called 
Haldeman in California and told him 
what he planned to do. 


“He (Haldeman) said John, I think 
you ought to think about that before 
you do it because once the toothpaste is 
out of the tube, ifs awfully hard to get 
it back in,” Dean said he was told. 
Dean described meeting Haldeman 
and Ehrlichman at the White House 
late that day, a Sunday. 
When the discussion turned to what 
he might say about money passed to 
the break-in defendants, Dean testified 
that “ Mr. Ehrlichman said you could 
say that was a defense fund, that it was 
for humanitarian purposes.” 
State And Local Employes 
Get Break In Political Law 


WASHINGTON (AF) - Federal 
restrictions on political activity by 
state and local government employes 
have been eased by a little-noted 
provision of the new cam paign 
financing law. 
But because of the multiplicity of 
state and local restrictions that remain 
in effect, this year’s elections may well 
be over before all of the 5 million or 
more persons potentially affected 
know where they stand. 
The Hatch Act, which forbids vir­ 
tually all political activity by civil 
service employes of the federal 
government, also applied to those 
employes of states and their political 
subdivisions who received any part of 
their compensation from federal 
funds. Since federal funds flow into 
state and local governments through 
various grant-in-aid programs and the 
more recent general revenue sharing 
plan, m illions of employes were 
covered. 
The law Congress passed this year 
and signed Oct. 15 by President Ford 
repeals significant portions of the 
federal prohibitions on the state and 
local employes. The rules on federal 
employes, however, are not changed. 
Also retained, for everyone affected, 
are rules intended to protect employes 
against 
political pressures. 
These 
forbid one’s official authority in sup­ 
port of a political candidate. Covered 
employes, moreover, still may not 
themselves be candidates for public 
office. 
Otherwise, state and local employes 
form erly under full Hatch Act 
provisions are now free — so far as 
federal law is concerned — to par­ 
ticipate in political campaigns. But the 


Senate-House conferees who wrote the 
final version of the new law specified 
in their report that it was not intended 
to invalidate or supersede any state 
legislation. 
Mike Kerr, an 
official 
of the 
American Federation of State, County 
and Municipal Employes, AFDCIO, 
which supported the change, said 
every state maintains some degree of 
restriction on the political activities of 
its employes, either by statutory 
provision or by rulemaking authority 
delegated to personnel boards or 
similar authorities. In addition, many 
cities and other governmental units 
have their own rules. 
“It is very complicated,” Kerr said 
in an interview. “ ... people will have to 
find out what their state, county and 
municipal procedures are.”

Racial Clash 
Fatal To 41 
In M ozam bique 


LOURENCO 
MARQUES, 
Mo­ 
zambique (AP) — Forty-one persons 
were reported killed Monday evening 
in racial battles in Ixiurenco Marques 
touched off by an attack by de­ 
mobilized Portugeuse troops on black 
soldiers of the new government. 
About 40 of the Portuguese ex- 
servicemen, who were scheduled to 
return to lisbon Monday night, at­ 
tacked four black troops of the 
Mozambique Liberation Front — 
Frelimo — outside a crowded sidewalk 
cafe. 
The Portuguese seized the Frelimo 
soldiers’ guns and drove off in an open 
truck, shouting: “Let’s go get our guns 
and give these men a lesson.” 
They returned about 30 minutes later 
with machine guns and hand grenades 
and opened fire on Frelimo troops 
guarding the office of the newspaper 
Noticias. 
As rush hour crowds ran in panic, 
the Frelimo men returned the fire and 
killed at least four of the Portuguese. 
The gunfire and grenade blasts 
continued for almost half an hour. 
Then Portuguese troops arrived in 
armored cars, but the Portuguese 
attackers had scattered. 
Africans in the city, Mozambique’s 
capital, retaliated with attacks on 
buses, cars and pedestrians. Hospital 
authorities reported 41 deaths. 
Portuguese authorities said the 
Portuguese army and the Frelimo 
troops were in full control of the city 
today, but government broadcasts 
appealed to the public to remain at 
home. 
It was the second major outbreak of 
violence in I/)urenco Marques since 
Portugal agreed on Sept. 7 to grant 
independence next June 25 to its big 
colony in southeast Africa.

WASHINGTON (AP) - A newly 
approved sale of 1.2 million metric 
tons of U.S. wheat to the Soviet Union 
is needed for gra in-deficit eastern 
areas of the country, says an Agricul­ 
ture Department official. 
Deputy Asst. Secretary Richard E. 
Bell said Monday that normally the 
wheat would have come from Canada. 
But he said Canada has had trouble 
with shipping and has had crop losses 
this year so the Soviets turned to the 
United States. 
Bell told a news conference he 
thought at least three-fourths of the 
U.S. wheat, and perhaps all of it, will 
go to the Far East area of the Soviet 
Union. 
He said it is cheaper for the Russians 
to buy the grain from Canada or the 
United States than to ship it by rail 
from their own distant wheat-produc­ 
ing areas. 
The 1.2 million tons of wheat and I 
million tons of com was agreed upon 
last week by U.S. and Soviet officials 
meeting in Moscow. Bell was there 
with the U.S. delegation headed by 
Treasury Secretary William E. Simon. 
Simon last weekend announced 
Moscow had agreed to limit grain 
purchases to the total of 2.2 million 
tons until mid-1975, when new U.S. 
crop production is ready. 
lire White House on Oct. 5 in­ 
tervened in sales of 3.2 million tons of 
com and wheat after the two firms 
involved reported the Russian orders 
to the Agriculture Department. 
As a result of Simon’s visit to 
.Moscow, the Soviets agreed to the 
reduced quantity. The firms involved 
in the initial deal were Continental 
Grain Co. of New York, and Cook 
Industries of Memphis, Term. 
Bell said the Soviet grain trading 
agency, Exportkleb, has sole authority 
to work out details of the revised 
purchase either with Continental and 
Cook or with other grain firms. He said 
the department did not give the two 
companies any assurance that Russia 
would buy grain from them. 
Bell said he thought Russia would 
continue as a steady buyer of com to 
help increase its livestock production. 
However, he said, wheat purchases
